than $5 or not more than $25. 


But councilmen wanted an ordin- 


ance "that really had teeth in it," 
an ordinance that would be an ef- 
ficient weapon against any other 
violators. 


They decided first of all that 
, 


one of the main reasons the 
1942 ordinance was ineffective 
was that it was never enforced. 


Also, they thought it would be 


a good idea to notify all people in 
:he borough by advertising that 
heir weeds would have to be cut 
>y a certain day.

TO MAKE sure the ordinance 


was enforced, they wanted it to 
include all the steps that would be 
taken—step by step—by the bor- 
ough in prosecuting violators. 


The mechanics 
of the weed- 


cutting program would be included 
in the ordinance, stating^who would 
be responsible for finding violators,

The Flag should be displayed only from 


sunrise to sunset, or.between such hours as 
may be designated by 
proper 
authority. 


However, the Flag may be displayed at night 
upon special occasions when it is desired to 
produce "a'patriotic effect. 
:' It should, be hoisted briskly, but should 
' be lowered slowly and ceremoniously. 


It should be displayed daily, weather 


permitting, on or near the main admin- 
istration building of every public institu-. 
tion: at or near every polling place on.. 
election days and, during school days, in 
or near every school house.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 


MUSCULAR weakness usually mean1; 


that the body needs rest. 
This is the 


case when a person is so tired he cannot 
keep his eyes open. 


In a disease known as 
myasthcnia 


gravis, this condition is not due to over- 
work. Even when thc person is at rest, 
the muscles gradually become so fa- 
tigued that he cannot hold his head up. 


The condition is due to a chemical 


imbalance which prevents 
nerve 
im- 


pulses from stimulating thc muscles to 
contract properly. 


This imbalance occurs at thc junct\m 


of thc nerve ends and the muscles. 
It 


particularly affects thc muscles of thc 
eyes. face, tongue, throat and neck. 


This disease may appear ir. youth 'or 


middle age. Most of the victims arc hc- 
Iween thc ages of ten and 20. or else be- 
tween -10 and 50 years of age. 


At the 
start, 
it progresses 
very 


slowly. 
When thc person wakes up in 


thc morning, he has no sign of thc dis- 
ease, but as the day passes, weakness of 
thc nuisclcs sets in. 


He develops difficulty 
in 
chewing, 


swallowing, and speaking. 
Other signs 


arc weariness and drooping of thc eye- 
lids, and inability to hold thc head up. 


Some cases are fairly severe but then 


improve. Olhers get worse rapidly and 
may develop paralysis of thc breathing 
muscles, causing death. 


We do not know ju.<( why some people 


are prone to this disorder. Thc thyrnus. 
a small gland in the chcsf. is believed 
to have something to do with thc muscle 
weakness. 


Sometimes, removing this gland in 


cases where it is proven to be at fault, 
may make the symptoms less severe. 


Injections of a drug known as prostig- 


mine mcthylsulfatc will usually cause 
the weakness to disappear rapidly.

.THE MATTER of giving to our 


church and to other w o r t h y 
causes is a l w a y s one 'of the 
world's problems new as it was 
in the earliest days of the, Chris- 
tian church. 


The "saints1/ (as Paul'calls 


them) In the Jerusalem church 
•were very poor, often in need, so 
Paut wrote to the church in Cor- 
inth to give generously to them, 
citing the liberality of the Mace- 
'donians. He had been boasting of 
jthem to others, he writes, and 
hopes that they will not disap- 
Ipoint him. 
' Discussion of church finances 
almost always is embarrassing to 
the csngregation and to the min- 
ister. In our day we must not only 
Jdonate liberally to our church, 
•but there are also ma^y other 
'causes which ask our financial 
help. We must be sure there are 
funds for the very poor of our 
locality, for the sick, disabled, 
and the old. 


Then, too, there are m a»y 


'national foundations and organi- 
zations for which "drives" are 
put on—all most important, such 
as the Red Cross, the fund for 
crippled children, for research in 
various medical fields—heart, can- 
cer, polio, etc.—all of which are 
dear to our hearts and make de- 
mands not to be dismissed, on our 
pocketbooks. 
' Paul's words in his letter to the 
Corinthians should encourage us 
to be generous in our giving ac- 
cording to our means. This writer 
is reminded of a church meeting 
at which one of the members said 
he had been figuring what his 
family had spent during the year 
in club dues, and in entertain- 
ment of various kinds, and then 
what it had contributed to the 
church in the same period, and 
he was ashamed of the compara- 
tively small amounts that they 
were giving to the church from 
.which they gained so much com- 
'fort and service. 


Paul asked his readers to re- 


inember "the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though He was 
rich, yet for your sakes He be- 
came poor, that ye through His 
poverty might be rich." 


Rich before He came to earth 


to die for men; poor and lowly 
by birth, and materially poor all 
His earthly life. 


Paul writes that he is sending" 


Titus and two companions—whom 
he does not identify—to Corinth 
to help in collecting the bounty. 


"But this I say. He which sow- 


cth sparingly shall reap also spar- 
ingly: and he w h i c h s o w e t h 
bountifully shall reap also bounti- 
fully. 


"Every man according as he 


purposeth in his heart,- so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of neces- 
sity: for God lovcth a cheerful 
giver." 
• Those who give of their abun- 
dance need have no fear for their 
own future, Paul writes: "And 
God is able to make all .grace 
abound toward you: that ye, al- 
ways having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound m every good 
work." 


'The Christian grace docs not 


give because it must; it gives 
because it wants. There is no 
outer compulsion upon it, tyran- 
nically ruling its reluctant heart. 
Its constraint is quite otherwise, 
the gentle constraint of devotion- 
al love."—J. H. Jowett. 


Those who are g e n e r o u s to 


others are not often forgotten if 
they are in need—even if cynics 
are inclined to suggest that this 
is the case. Those who sow abun- 
dantly, reap abundantly, and it 
is those who are niggardly with 
their abundance who suffer most 
when they are in need. 


As a good man or woman is 


much happier than one who is 
wicked, so the one who is sympa- 
thetic with all suffering and is as 
liberal as his means permit to 
contribute, not only t» his church, 
but to all the fine causes that ask 
financial assistance, feels a warm 
glow in his being and a confidence 
in his future that the miserly per- 
son never experiences. Such a one 
is conscious, too, of the blessings 
that follow through life for me 
good he is doing. •
